Best Seller For . 
Four Hundred Years 


Four hundred years and still a 
best seller is quite a record. That 
record will have been made on June 
the 9th of this year (1949) by the 
Book of Common Prayer. This book 
was first pubished “at ye signe of 
ye sunne,” Fleet Street, London, in 
1549, Since then, hundreds of edi- 
tions have appeared, not only in 
Eng'ish, but in dozens of other 
languages, from Japanese to that of 
Haida Indians of British Columbia, 
from Esquimaux to that of the an- 
cient -tongues — Latin, Greek and 
Hebrew, to the modern [isperanto, 
co ingeniously contrived to be a 
second lanmuage for all. 

The authorized version of the 
Enelish Bible; published in 1611, 
and the Book of Common Prayer, 
first published 62 years earlier, are 
the books which have helped most 
to standardize ovr English tongue. 
For hundreds of years, when other 
books were @erce, these two books 
found their way into the homes of 
all who could read, both in England

speaking lands. When few could 
read, the language of the Prayer 
Book was heard, week by week, by 
multitudes of simple folk, and the 
dignified and euphonious phrases of 
that book entered the common 
speech of the people. We owe dozens 
of fine expressions, in frequent use, 
to the Book of Common Prayer. The 
Prayer Book is largely in the lan- 
guage of Archbishop Cranmer and 
of Bishop Coverdale. : 


‘The English of the Prayer Book is 
of the Golden Age of our language. 
A hundred and fifty years later, in 
the reign of William and Mary, @ 
revision was prepared which for- 
tunately did not win approval. It is 
now lost on the dusty shelves of 
co .ece hibrarics, A long-winded per- 
iod of English writing had begun. 
Long sentences with dependent 
clauses, long words derived from 
the Latin, replaced the vigorous 
‘Anglo-Saxon words, ami the short 
sentences of the English of the 
Golden Age. William and Mary's re- 
visers took Cranmer’s perfect Col- 
lects and puffed them out with pious 
platitudes. But, thank God, this re- 
vision was never accepted. English 
speaking folk did not have their dic- 
tion spoiled by listening, Sunday by 
Sunday in the House of God, to such 
bombast. 

The language of the Book of 
Common Prayer has a wonderful 
rhythm and euphony which makes it 
delightful to. read or to hear. It is 
full of lovely phrases quite peculiar 
to itself. “We bring our years to an 
end, as it were a tale that is told”; 
“We have erred and rayed from 
thy ways like lost sheep”; “That 
peace which the wor!d cannot give’; 


“Pass our time in rest and quiet- 


ness”; “Show forth they praise, not 
only with our lips, but in our lives’; 
“A due sense of all Thy mercies.” 
Some have criticized these supposed 
redundancies of the Prayer Book, 
auch as “rest and quietness,” “erred 
and strayed,” but these not. only 
provide rhythm, they also serve & 
real purpose in corporate worship. 
They give our slow minds time to 
grasp the thought, when it is given 
first in a word of Anglo-Saxon de- 
rivation, and then one of Latin 
origin. 

The Book of Common Prayer was 
the earliest effort to provide for all 
men in one book, the Church's cor- 
porate acts of worship. Hitherto 
there had by 1 a book for the ser- 
vices of daily prayer (the Breviewy) 
and another book containing the 
service of the Eucharist (Missal), 
yet another book containing the oc- 
casional offices, and another with 
the Bishop's special services. These 
were all in Latin. The peop'e were 
provided with a book (the Primer) 
containing a few private devotions 
in their mother tongue. By simplify- 
ing the services, and translating 
them into the mother tongue, and 
making them available in one handy 
volume, ithe worship of the Church 
could become corporate, as it had 
been in the early centuries. Instead 
of the priests in the Sanc‘uary re- 
citing the service among themselves 
in one language, while the people in 
the nave engaged to private devo- 
tions in another language, all could 
now worship together. The priest 
could recite hia part, and the people 
could respond with theirs, The ideal 
of the whole community, rich and 
poor, high and low, clerk and mer- 
chant, craftsman and farmer, house- 
wife and workman, offering to God 
the life and work of the whole par- 
igh with common

THE UNITED STATES 

It-is nothing new to have Russian 
papers proclaiming that the United 
States is a nation of “war-mongers.” 
But when, right in the Nation's 
Capital, the Washington Post pub- 
lished a strong*attack against “War- 
mongering” it caused many Ameri- 
eans to stop and think seriously for 
a bit. 

“It would be hard to convince @ 
foreigner reading the latest wave of 
publicity exploits by the air force 
that the United States is not hell- 
bent for war,” says The Post. “First 


Gime the round-the-world flight of 


the B-50 and attendant interpreta 
tons of this country’s ability to 
bomb any spot in the world, Then 
the story that the B-36 had flown 
9,600 miles non-stop, carrying a 
bomb load 5,000 miles. Then the air 
force “finding” that Russia has no 
adequate defense against the B-36. 
Finally, there comes what appears 
te be an inspired leak to the effect 
that some 70 strategic targets in 
Russia have been earmarked as pos- 
sib ¢ bombing objectives; and. that 

the air foree has assured the Joint 

Chiefs of Staff that each of these 

cities could be attacked from “bases 

on this continent.” 

The Post goes on to say that mili- 
tary strategists would not be doing 
their duty if they did not have plans 
made for hitting back at Russia—or 
any other potential enemy-——in case 
ef war. But, “by the same token, 
guch plans ought to, be a highly 
guarted secret, and to allow a de- 
scription of them to be leaked into 
print is an utterly inexcusable piece 
of provocation, Even the blustering 
of the Russians has never approach- 
ed this.” 

The Washington paper goes on to 
say that such exhibitionism is noth- 
ing but “military huckstering” and 
that “the effect, to-anyone not 
cognizant with the facts, is to in- 
dict us as a nation of warmongers 
where the military has run wild.”

The British Commonwedfth con- 
ference, meeting in London, was up 
against—right from the beginning— 
a highly puzzling task. How could 
the eight .governneent leaders in- 
volved devise some formula whereby 
India can become a republic, and 
still remain within the common- 
wea'th? was the question which 
faced them. 

One proposal was that while the 
Crown would remain as the visible 
bond of commonwealth unity, the 
King would become King—not of 
each separate Dominion, as at pres- 
ent—but of the whole common- 
wealth itself.

Finland is a country of water- 
ways, but its largest (stretch of 
water is the great Lake Ladoga. 
Here, on some forty islands and 
islets, 2,000 monks who have been 
outlawed from Soviet Russia are 
working out a successful com- 
munal life regardless of the troubled 
world. 

From the forest lands of the 
islands the brothers secure ade- 
quate lumber and make resin and 
turpentine. Some work as_ bakers, 
others as carpenters and joiners, 
There are tailor monks for robes 
and vestments, cobbler monks, 
blacksmith monks. There js even 
a co-op store run by these Russian 
brethren in Lutheran Finland. 

As Soon as visitors arrive by 
steamer at the largest island — area 
24 square miles—the blackrobed 
brothers, in their tall cylinder hats 
are there on the quay to act as 
porters. They run their own hotel 
and a restaurant. And since they 
know that their visitors appreciate 
entertainment they even stage & 
church service lasting nineteen 
hours! : 

Another of Finland's strange 
communities is Mariehamn, the 
éapital of lost ships.

It says, “There 
is no evidence that the use of DDT 
in accordance with the recommen 
dations of the various federal 
agencies has ever caused human 
sickness due to the DDT itself.” 
= * * 
“However,” the statement goes 
on, “minor toxic symptoms may 
be produced by coal-oil and various 
solvents used in DDT and in prac- 
tically all other insecticide mix- 
tures.”

“Totally without foundation” is 
the way the statement deals with 
the published reports that DDT 
is responsible for the diseases men- 
tioned in my first paragraph. Both 
these diseares had been reported 
and recognized before DDT was 
ever used.

Our own Ottawa Department of 
Agriculture has. something to say 
on the subject. To protect farmers 
from, buying insecticides that are 
either worthless or highly danger- 
ous, all such preparations sold ‘in 
Canada come under the provisions 
of the Pest Control Products, Act. 
No pesticide is allowed on the 
market until it has been analyzed 
and approved by technical officials 
of the Department. And if such pre- 
parations are used IN ACCORD- 


TIONS ON. THE LABEL, they 
will be effective for the purpose 
for which they are recommended 
and will have no detrimental effects. 
(The capitals are ming, as I be- 
lieve that most of the trouble with 
DDT has been because. people 
DIDN'T follow the directions 
properly).

Officials of our Department of 
Agriculture say that spraying dairy 
barns with DDT—particularly with 
oil solutions—should be done when 
cattle are NOT in the stalls; and 
that special care should be taken to 
make sure that milk and cream 
cans. and milking machines are 
not touched by the spray. 
* = * 


This is because DDT in oil solu- 
tions can be absorbed through the 
skin of animals, and will be found 
both in the milk and in the animal 
fat. However, there has been little 


or no difficulty in spraying cattle 
themselves with DDT, when wet- 
table powders are used in water, 
The water spray won't penetrate 
the skin, “and the residue is not 


absorbed by the tissues.

GREAT BRITAIN 

A very slight change in the. word- 
ing of any gtatement can make a 
very great difference in its meaning. 
Back in 1926 the relationship of 
members of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations to the King was 
defited in this way; “the Crown is 
the symbol of the free association 


of the members of the British Com- 


monwealth —— _.. (who) are united 
by a common allegiance to the 
Crown.” in 


On April 27th., after a conierence 
lasting six days, representatives of 
eight members of the Common- 
wealth announced a new definition 
of each nation’s bond with the 
King. “Acceptance of the King as 
the symbol of the free association 
of its independent member nations 
and, as such, the head of the Com- 
monwealth.” 

While sarcastic Londoners were 
suggesting that the national anthem 
be changed to “God Save the Sym- 
bol”, there was an important pur 
pose behind the changed definition. 
As it reads tfow it permits the Do- 
minion of India, which has an- 
nounced its intention of becoming 
a republic owing 10 allegiance to 
the Crown, to remain in the Com- 
monwealth. 

The loss of India would be a 
serious economic blow to the United 
Kingdom, which badly ‘needs that 
country’s vast markets. India, on 
the other hand, apparently made her 
decision to stay under the new 
definition largely because of the 
trade advantages the system of 
Empire preferences will guarantee, 

On the whole, the effect of the 
announcement has been a real 
strengthening of the British Com- 
monweatth’s prestige throughout the 
world; and there are those who 
believe that Burma and Ireland, 
which have recently become in- 
dependent republics, may wish to 
join the Commonwealth on the 
newly-defined terms. 

GERMANY 

With the possibility that the 
Berlin blockade may have been 
lifted before these words reach 


readers of this column, & slight 
glance backward might not be out 
of place. 


It was on June 23rd, 1948, that 
a Soviet news service in Berlin 
made an announcement which read 
“All freight and passenger services 
from the western zones of Germany 
to Berlin is hereby suspended be- 
cause of technical troubles.” With 
that, the blockade of Berlin was in 
full blast. 

The following day the British, 
American and French -Military 
Governments imposed the counter 
blockade which banned all ship- 
ment of goods to the Soviet sector 
of Berlin. Two days later British 
and American pilots flew fifty trans- 
port planes into the German Capital, 
carrying supplies. 

In the eleven months that» have 
passed the blockade and the , spec- 
tacular airlift have been the biggest 
thjngs in the daily lives of the two 
and a quarter million Berliners 
living in the Western sector -and 
the success of the air lift, which 
was far beyond even the most opti- 
mistic hopes, has been the major 
instrument in softening the once- 
adamant position of, Russia regard- 
ing the matter. 

It looks very much as though, 
for once, the Russian bluff was 
“called”—and without provoking the 
armed clash which so many thought 
inevitable 


RUSSIA 


For some. weeks there have been 
rumors that the Soviet Union has 
launched what appears to be a 
delberate, large-scale and officially 
inspired campaign against the Jew- 
ish peoples.

The methods being used are a 
little more subtle than anything pre- 
viously attempted by the Kremlin 
boys, The tactics consisted of de- 
houncing as “passportiess vaga- 
bonds” and “homeless cosmopoli- 
tans” certain well known artists 
writers and critics, nearly all of 
whom are Jews. Frequently the 
Jewish names of the victims were 
printed after their Russianized ones. 


Copies of the well-known Mos- 
eow satirical magazine “Krokodil” 
which recently arrived in America 
bear further evidence that such a 
campaign is in progress. Anti- 
Semitic cartéons satirize critics of 
Soviet music, plays and movies by 
showing each of them with a delib- 
erately emphasized hooked nose and 
other supposedly Jewish character- 
istics. Strangely enough the artist 
who drew the cartoorfs is himself a 
Jew. 

One of the cartoons bears the 
caption. “Pitiful and unpleasant 
are the quiet skeptics, the abstract 
persons, the passportless vagabonds 
of the human race.” Names men- 
tioned include those of D. W. Grif- 
fith, Walter Lippmann, Somerset 
Maugham and Jean-Paul Sartre. 


Just what the Russiams are up to 
in such a campaign—well, your 
guess is as good as mine.

GERMANY 


On May 5th, the Reésian Gov- 
ernment made what appeared to be, 
on the face of it, a really strik‘i tr 
gesture in the direction of European 
peace. It was in the form of an 
agreement to lift the blockade 
which, for ten months, had cut off 
all Jand and water communication 
between the Western zones and the 
German capital, Berlin, 


Within just a few days, however, - 
there was increasing doubt as to 
whether this gesture was a move to- 
ward a real settlement, or just an- 
other move in the great interna- 
tional game which had tome to be 
known as the “cold war.” 

These doubts arose out of the 
fact that, as part of the bargain to 
lift the blockade, the Big Four 
Council of Foreign Ministers were 
to meet in Paris toward the end of 
May to discuss the entire German 
question; and there was no doubt 
that such a meeting would have a 


‘ huge task to face it. 


There was the possibility ‘that, at 
this meeting, the Kussians might 
launch «a new and militant attack 
aimed at achieving their immediate 
goal in Germany-—the killing of a 
Western German State. British, 
American and French diplomats 
foresaw real danger, in spite of the 
Russian gesture, they could see no 
indication that there had been any

Solemn scientists and engineers 
actually are talking about the pos- 
sibility of man-carrying airplanes 
that will fly at 25,000 miles an hour 
planes that could go outside the 
eter atmosphere, where no air 

iction would slow their speed, that 
gould circle the earth at such speed: 
their centrifugal force would off- 
aet the pull of gravity. 

Out: in sub-stellar cegions, some- 
where between here and the moon, 
the engineer could cut his engines. 
Then plane and crew could circle 
the earth forever—or, at least, un- 
til they got hungry and lonely and 
bored—without using any power. 

When their job was done, or the 
erew members couldn't tolerate one 
another any longer, the engineer 
could start his engines, and the 
plane could fly back to where gra- 
vity took control. From there on 
the trip back to earth could be a 
eoast-in. 

“There are lots of things to be 
licked before we could do that,” 
remarks Robert D. Grange, project 
engineer in the Wright Acronauti- 
cal Corp.’s gas turbine division, “but 
there’s ‘nothing that says it’s im- 


- possible.” 


The experts do not flirt with 
such ideas out ef idle curiosity, of 
even to provide future escape for 
folks who get fed up with human 
society. The military thinks such 
a” “apace ship” would be a valuable 
weapon, 

It could hang in the sky, over- 
looking a full half of the earth’s 
surface at once. With electronic 
devices, the crew could take con- 
trol over atomic missiles, launched 
from the earth, and guide them un- 
erringly to explode in the Times 
Square, the Wall Street, the Penn- 
sylvania’ Avenue, the Willow Ren 
of any enemy country that was no 
more than half a world away. 

Obviously, nothing like this is 
just around the corner, But the 
rocket engine, perhaps fven more 
than the possibility of atomic power, 

’ makes it an, idea from which sci- 
entists of substance do not turn 
scornfully away. 

Ignoring atomic power for the 
time being, the rocket engine 1s 
the only power plant that might 
make such a venture conceivable. 
For one thing, only the rocket en: 
gine could provide speeds from 23,- 
000 to 25,000 miles an hour neces-

gravitational pull, so that the ship 
could coast along through space. 

For another, engines and turbines 
and jets need air, as a source of 
oxygen to support combustion. But 
the rocket engine-carries its own 
oxygen supply, and it alone can 
operate above the 80,000-to- 100,000 
foot level at which the earth’s at- 
mosphere becomes too thin to sup- 
port combustion efficiently. 

There are several obvious major 
problems in connection with such 
a space ship. They start with the 
designing of a plane capable of 
building up, in a few hundred miles, 
to a speed of 25,000 miles an hour. 

The cabin would have to stand 
a pressure of 147 pounds to the 
square inch, inside, against no pres 
sure at all, outside, without explod- 
ing. Insulation would be needed 
against heat generated by air fric- 
tion while moving 25,000 miles an 
hour in the earth’s atmosphere; and 
also against the fact that in space 
there would be no atmosphere to 
temper the sun’t heat by ‘day or to 
hold and distribute remnants of that 
heat by night. 

In the absence of gravity’s pull, 
there would be nothing to hold 
down thé crew, or anything else 
that. was loose. 

The rocket engine still is in its 
infancy. “It has been used on ¢x- 
perimental fighter planes chiefly be- 
cause, at the time, no turbo-jets 
powerful enough were available. Its 
principal immediate interest is in 
connection with missiles of the V-2 
type. It has helped to achieve 
manned-plane speeds unofficially es 
timated to have approached 1700 
niles an hour —~unmanned missile 
speeds up to about 4000 miles an 
hour. 

lt has at least one majoy detect 
thus far.’ Its fuel consumption is 
so enormous that a rocket-powered 
plane can stay in the air only a few 
minutes. 

The name “rocket” is deceiving. 
Its power does not come from a 
series of explosions from rockets, 
but from the continuous burning 
of a mixture of ethyl alcoho! and 
liquid oxygen at a temperature 
around 5000 degrees fahrenheit. 

The rocket actually is 
another jet engine that carrics its 
own oxidizer instead of depending 
on the air, Like any jet’it expels 
high pressure, super heated gases 
from a rear nozzle, and these kick

It's hard to understand why so 
many first class. cooks — present 
company excepted, of course ~will 
carefully follow recipes for almost 
everything they make, with one ¢x- 
ception. That’s jam. When it comes 
to jam making they’re inclined to 


follow “rule of thumb” methods, 
often with results that aren't en- 
tirely © satisfactory. 


This is a great mistake when it’s 
so’easy to follow scientific instruc- 
tions that lead straight to success. 
Here, for instance, is a grand way 
to make that almost universal favor- 
ite: 

STRAWBERRY JAM 
4 cups prepared fruit 
.7 cups sugar 
1% bottle fruit pectin 


Method. Crush thoroughly about 
2 quarts fully ripe strawberries 
Measure 4 cups into a large sauce- 
pan. Add sugar to fruit in sauce- 
pan and mix well. Place over high 
heat, bring to a full rolling boil, 
and boil hard one minute, stirring 
constantly. Remove from heat and 
stir in bottled fruit pectin. Then 


stir and skim by turns for five 
minutes to ceol slightly, to prevent 
floating fruit. Pour quickly into 
giasses. Paraffin at once. Makes 
about 10 glasses six ounces each. 


Instead of making all your straw 
berry jam “straight” why not try 
some that’s “stretched out” with a 
bit of rhubarb. The flavor is grand; 
in fact there are lots of folks who

The ac- 
countant informed him that all the 
Canadian bariks had agreed to anew 
arrangement for the service charges 
which became effective on Jan. 1, 
1949. In his case the charge was 
because he went one cheque over the 
free limit allowed in each month. 
Had he known he could have avoid- 
ed this charge. He still has not re- 
eeived any notification nor seen any 
sign announcing -the change 

No one will deny that the banks 
should be able to make a reasonable 
charge for their services. But surely 
if they change the “rules”—i.e, the 
basis for the charges—they should 
notify their customers at the time 
and post the new schedule promin- 
ently in the bank offices. That is 
only good business practice, It 
would avoid that distasteful feeling 
that “They tried to slip one over.”
